WHO PAYS THE FREIGHT? 


The railroad tax-bills under dis- 


cussion at Madison, suggest the ques- 
tion, "Who pays . the freight?" and 
to this question there is only tine an- 
swer—The people. 
The taxes of a 


railroad, like the taxes of any other 
business, are a part of the operating 
expenses. 


'There are a number of prominent 


items that enter into- the cost' 
of 


•railroad transportation, and taxes is 
;one of them. 
- They are one of the 


.easiest items to figure because they 
are uniform. 
They are not subject 


to competition, because all roads pay 
practically the: same rate. If it costs 
the railroads doing business in Wis- 
consin $600,000 more for the privilege 
this year than it did last, Wisconsin 
shippers will pay most of the 
ad- 


vance, and Wisconsin consumers in 
the end will pay the freight. It's 
simply another way of "beating the 
devil around the bush." , Railroads; 
of . coprse, oppose the measure, 
be- 


cause they-feel that-.Wisconsin is now 
paying all the freight tariff that the 
people should -pay, but when, attor- 
neys for'the road go before the cornY 
mittee and state that Wisconsin tax- 
es are higher today than any other 


• state where their companies do bus- 
iness, it is very easy to read between 
the lines, what the statement means 
if. the burden is increased. 


It is undoubtedly easier to assess 


and collect taxes of a railroad than 
of any other class -of property, be- 
cause they are easy to reach, and 
they do a strictly cash business. It 
does not follow. • however, that it is 
always wise to keep these corpora- 
tions on the gridiron at every session 
of the legislature. 
A few cents'per 


hundred added to the tariff on coal 
and groceries "will pay; the 5600,000 
additional tax arid th.e man who burns 
the coal and consumes the groceries 
pays the freight. 
He may not com- 


plajn, because unconscious' of the mild 
imposition, but it is there just the 
same. 
This is one of the law^ that 


govern business, both corporate and 
individual. 


The other side of the question Is 


very .plain to read. 
If Wisconsin, 


by unjust legislation, discriminates 
against her own interests, and com- 
pels the railroads .to pay a heavier 
tariff than in neighboring- states, .she 
simply closes an avenue of -progress 
that means stagnation to business 
enterprises. 
The legislature can,• af- 


ford to think twice before acting, and 
digest, among other things, the ques- 
tion of, "Who pays the freight?"

Mr. Sims had just partaken of a .hear- 
ty supper, and was sitting, in his fav- 
orite arm chair when his head tipped 
back; he gasped once or twice and 
was dead.. 


His health the past winter had been 


very good, but • two weeks ago he 
was taken with heart trouble and this 
Vas what caused his death. 


George Sims was born in the state 


of Connecticut, Nov. 23, 1804, and was, 
therefore, 96 years, 3 months'and 20 
days old at the time of his death. At 
any early age he moved to New York 
state where he resided for . several 
years and where he was married in 
1827 to Hannah Cross who preceded 
him to the spirit land ten years ago.' 
Early in the '60s' Mr. Sims came west 
and located -at first in Minneapolis, 
but later came to Wisconsin, and set- 
tled in Afton:'where he engaged in 
the merchantile business ahd farm- 
ing, and where he has since resided.

China and taking Manchuria. Such a 
course would have been justified by 
every principle of international law, 
and the right of Russia in this respect 
could not have been doubted by any 
other nation, if Russia had been dis- 
posed to exercise this undoubted right

But Rus- 
sia did not at that time take Manchu- 
ria, and in that very fact is the best 
answer to the present reports of Rus- 
sia's purposes to absorb Manchuria.
